Ronald  Reagan 
Saturday 
nominated  the 
dean  of  BYU’s 
law  school,  Rex 
E.  Lee,  to  be 
solicitor  general 
of  the  United 
States. 

According  to 
Lee,  the  Senate, 
which  has  yet  to 
reject  a  Reagan  REX  LEE 

nomination,  will  be  voting  the 
beginning  of  June  on  whether  to 
confirm  the  appointment. 

As  solicitor  general,  Lee’s  main 
responsibility  will  be  to  represent 
the  government’s  position  before  the 
U.S.  Supreme  Court. 

“I’m  ecstatic  about  the  nomina¬ 
tion,”  Lee  said.  “It’s  the  greatest  job 
in  the  world  for  a  lawyer.” 

He  said  upon  approval  of  the 
nomination,  he  and  his  family  will 
relocate  in  Washington,  D.C.,  where 
he  will  begin  his  term  of  office  im¬ 
mediately,  replacing  Wade  H. 
McCree,  current  solicitor  general. 


Several  candidates  are  under  con¬ 
sideration  to  replace  him  as  dean  of 
the  law  school,  said  Lee. 

His  term  in  office  as  solicitor 
general  is  dependent  on  the  “whim 
and  will”  of  President  Reagan,  Lee 
said,  and  he  hasn’t  looked  beyond 
the  first  Reagan  administration  in 
terms  of  holding  the  office. 

As  solicitor  general  he  will  be  tak¬ 
ing  a  cut  in  pay,  Lee  said,  but  the 
experience  and  opportunities  he  Will 
receive  will  compensate  for  the 
monetary  loss. 

Most  lawyers  live  all  their  lives 
hoping  to  get  one  case  before  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  he  will  get  the 
chance  to  personally  present  about 
eight  cases  each  year,  he  said. 

He  said  the  Supreme  Court 
reviews  approximately  150  cases  a 
year  and  the  United  States  is  in¬ 
volved  in  65  to  70  of  them. 

Lee  said  he  will  be  in  charge  of  a 
staff  of  20  lawyers  which  will  assist 
him  in  pleading  the  government’s 
cases. 

The  BYU  dean  has  served  as  an 
assistant  U.S.  attorney  general  un¬ 
der  former  President  Gerald  Ford. 

He  also  served  as  a  law  clerk  for 


U.S.  Supreme  Court  Justice  Byron 
R.  White  in  1963  and  1964  and  was 
an  associate  and  partner  in  the  firm 
of  Jennings,  Strouss,  Salmon  and 
Trask  of  Phoenix,  Ariz.,  in  1964  and 
1967  respectively. 

He  received  a  bachelor’s  degree 
from  BYU  in  1960  and  graduated 
from  the  University  of  Chicago  with 
a  juris  doctor  degree  in  1964. 

Lee  was  the  founding  dean  of  the 
BYU  law  school  and  was  appointed 
in  1971  as  the  first  dean  of  the 
school. 

He  said  he  and  his  family  are 
looking  forward  to  moving  to 
Washington,  D.C.,  and  the  new  ex¬ 
periences  they  will  have  there. 

Former  BYU  President  Dallin  H. 
Oaks,  who  is  now  a  Utah  Supreme 
Court  Justice,  also  was  a  candidate 
for  the  solicitor  general  position,  but 
withdrew  his  name  earlier  this  year. 

Lee’s  14-year-old  daughter 
Wendy  said  she  believes  Senate  ap¬ 
proval  of  Lee’s  appointment  is  im¬ 
minent. 

“He  hasn’t  been  approved  by  the 
Senate  yet,  but  he  has  been  ap¬ 
proved  by  everybody  else,”  she  said.

GENEVA,  Switzerland  (AP)  — 
Saudi  Arabia,  in  a  bid  to  strike  a 
compromise  in  the  OPEC  cartel,  ap¬ 
peared  ready  Monday  to  raise  its  oil 
price,  three  oil  ministers  said  at  the 
end  of  the  first  day  of  OPEC’s  price¬ 
setting  meeting. 

They  gave  no  figures,  but  other 
conference  sources  predicted  Saudi 
Arabia,  the  world’s  biggest  oil  ex¬ 
porter,  would  raise  its  price  per  42- 
gallon  barrel  from  $32  to  $34.  The 
current  Saudi  price  is  the  lowest  in 
the  Organization  of  Petroleum  Ex¬ 
porting  Countries. 

The  sources  said  the  12  other 
OPEC  members  would  freeze  their 
prices  under  the  compromise. 

Oil  ministers  of  Iraq,  Libya  and 
the  United  Arab  Emirates  said  they 


the  Saudis  gave  “a  few  hints”  of  a 
price  increase,  while  U.A.E 
Minister  Mana  Saeed  Otaiba  said, 
“I  am  optimistic  that  we  might  do 
something  to  narrow  a  bit  the  gap 
between  the  various  prices  of 
crude.”  He  emphasized  this  did  not 
mean  the  other  members,  which 
charge  about  $36  a  barrel,  would 
lower  their  prices. 

Saudi  Oil  Minister  Sheik  Ahmed 
Zaki  Yamani  declined  to  respond 
Monday  night  to  reporters’  ques¬ 
tions  about  his  country’s  plans.  He 
had  previously  said  he  definitely 
would  not  boost  the  Saudi  price  to 
$36  per  barrel. 

A  $2  Saudi  hike  would  raise  the 
average  OPEC  oil  price  by  slightly 
more  than  2  percent  and  add  a  half- 
cent  per  gallon  to  the  price  of  oil 
consumed  in  the  U.S. 


SOFIA,  Bulgaria  (AP)  — 
Passengers  aboard  a  hijacked 
Turkish  jetliner  overpowered  two 
armed  air  pirates  in  a  hastily  plan¬ 
ned  but  skillfully  executed  escape 
Monday  at  a  Black  Sea  resort  air¬ 
port,  freeing  all  91  people  aboard, 
including  five  Americans, 
authorities  said. 

The  two  gunmen  and  four 
passengers  were  wounded,  but  the 
five  Americans  —  all  bankers  em¬ 
ployed  by  the  New  York-based 
Citibank,  were  unharmed,  U.S.  and 
Bulgarian  officials  said. 

The  dramatic  escape  came  after 
one  of  the  two  air  pirates  leaped 
from  the  plane  after  he  lost  his  gun 
in  the  scuffle  with  the  passengers 
and  in  the  midst  of  gunfire  from  the 
remaining  armed  hijacker,  the 
Bulgarian  news  agency  BTA  said. 
Earlier,  BTA  said  authorities  had 
enticed  two  of  the  original  gunmen 
off  the  plane  with  a  promise  they 
could  make  statements  to  reporters. 

The  end  to  the  nearly  30-hour  hi¬ 
jacking  was  concocted  by  the  pilot 
and  passengers  in  a  bid  to  save  the 
Americans,  two  Japanese  and  a 
French  hostage  on  board,  American 
officials  said. 

The  hijackers,  identified  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  leftist  Turkish  guerrilla 
group  Dev-Sol,  had  threatened  to 
blow  up  the  Turkish  Airlines  DC -9 
along  with  themselves  and  the  non- 
Turkish  hostages  if  authorities  did 
not  meet  their  demands  for  $500,000 
and  the  release  of  47  inmates  from 
Turkish  prisons,  BTA  said.  Ex¬ 


plosives  were  later  reported  found 
aboard. 

“The  terrorists  told  the 
passengers  that  at  5  o’clock  (11  a.m. 
EDT)  they  were  going  to  release  all 
but  the  first  three  rows  (where  the 
non-Turks  were  sitting)  and  at  6 
o’clock  they  would  kill  the 
Americans,”  said  Brian  Carlson, 
spokesman  for  the  U.S.  Embassy  in 
Sofia. 

“Turkish  passengers  began 
plotting,  apparently  with  the  pilot, 
to  save  the  lives  of  their  fellow 
hostages,”  Carlson  said. 

After  passengers  became  aware 
the  two  other  hijackers  earlier  en¬ 
ticed  out  for  the  “press  conference” 
weren’t  returning,  pilot  Metin 
Ikizogu  “gunned  the  engine 
forward,  then  stepped  on  the  brakes 
hard,  causing  a  lurch  in  the  plane, 
and  the  passengers  rose  up  and 
grappled  with  the  terrorists,” 
Carlson  said. 

One  gunman  lost  his  pistol  in  the 
passenger  rush  and  either  fell  or  was 
pushed  from  the  plane,  injuring  his 
head  as  he  struck  the  tarmac, 
Carlson  said. 

The  other  opened  fire  “at  ran¬ 
dom,”  BTA  said.  Officials  said  four 
of  91  passengers  on  board  were 
wounded  but  none  was  hurt 
seriously.  The  nature  of  the  gun¬ 
man’s  wounds  was  not  known. 

Later,  explosives  were  found 
aboard  the  plane,  Carlson  said.  He 
attributed  his  information  to  a  U.S. 
Consul  James  Jeffrey,  who  had  gone 
to  Burgas.

I  think  we  are  fortunate  we 
didn’t  lose  more  lives  when  you  look 
at  the  devastation,”  Mayor  Carole 
McClennan  said  as  Austin  began 
drying  out  from  the  vicious  over¬ 
night  flood. 

Austin  Police  Lt.  R.R.  Roundtree 
said  eight  people  were  confirmed 
dead.  Four  of  them  died  in  or  near 
Shoal  Creek,  a  usually  quiet  stream 
that  cuts  through  a  residential  sec¬ 
tion  of  Austin  and  empties  into 
Town  Lake. 

Another  eight  people  were  repor- 
ted  missing.  Four  of  them  were  last 
seen  in  a  canoe  on  Town  Lake,  said 
Curtis  Weeks,  public  information 
officer  for  the  Travis  County 
Sheriffs  Department. 

Up  to  seven  inches  of  rainfall 
pushed  Shoal  Creek  into  homes, 
tearing  out  walls  and  soaking  floors 
and  furniture. 

“It  looks  like  we  had  a  week  of 
hurricanes,”  Cam  O’Keefe  said  as 
she  looked  at  the  damage. 

Mike  Sheridan,  a  hotel  auditor, 
said  he  watched  as  a  “whirlpool  m 
a  drainage  ditch  swallowed  a  pickup 
truck,  killing  one  man  and  injuring 
another. 

Motorcycle  police  roamed  the 
damaged  areas,  and  two  arrests  on 
looting  charges  were  reported. 

The  flood  water  reportedly 
swirled  to  depths  of  20-30  feet,  caus¬ 
ing  widespread  damage  in  the 
business  district.  It  receded  as 
quickly  as  it  collected. 

Many  Shoal  Creek  area  residents 
emptied  their  homes  early  Monday, 
lining  their  yards  with  wet  fur¬ 
niture. 

Many  $100,000  homes  in 
northwest  Austin  were  damaged  as 
water  rose  up  to  three  feet  on  their 
floors.  Hundreds  of  others  sustained 
some  damage. 

Thousands  of  cars  were  stranded 
during  the  storm,  and  others  floated 
from  where  they  were  parked. 


Padilla,  Svensson  victorious 


Y  qualifies  seven  for  NCAAs 


Doug  Padilla  and  Goran  Svensson  scored  im¬ 
pressive  victories  and  BYU  qualified  its  seventh 
individual  for  the  NCAA  championships  in  two 
separate  track  meets  last  weekend. 

At  the  Quad  Conference  meet  in  Austin, 
Texas,  Padilla  won  the  5,000-meter  run  in  a  time 
of  13:58.91,  dominating  a  field  which  included 
UTEP’s  Michael  Musyoki. 

Svensson  took  first  in  the  discus  with  a  toss  of 
197-7.  Earlier  this  season,  Svensson  set  the 
NCAA  record  of  217-3. 

The  wins  were  significant  because  the  best  of 
the  WAC,  Big  Eight,  Southeast  and  Southwest 
conferences  were  included. 

While  the  rest  of  his  team  was  at  Texas,  Mike 
Gardner  qualified  for  the  decathlon  in  a  meet  at 
Cougar  Stadium.  He  broke  the  NCAA  qualifying 
standard,  scoring  7,580  points. 

Gardner  joins  Padilla,  Svensson,  Agberto 
Guimares,  Per  Nilsson,  Tito  Steiner  and  Juha 
Hentunen  as  BYU  qualifiers. 

The  weekend  was  not  as  eventful  for  other 
BYU  hopefuls  at  Austin.  Lars  Henriksson  failed 
to  qualify  in  the  javelin,  even  though  he  finished 
third  with  a  throw  of  225-9.  Hurdler  Kevin 
Featherstone  failed  to  qualify  or  place  as  did  dis¬ 
tance  runner  Phil  Peterson. 

Although  seven  BYU  athletes  have  qualified 
for  the  national  championships,  BYU  will  send 
only  a  five-man  team  to  the  NCAAs. 

Guimares  will  miss  the  meet  because  of  a  kid¬ 
ney  problem  he  developed  while  trying  to  qualify 
for  the  World  Cup  in  Brazil.  Shot  putter  Nilsson 
has  returned  home  to  Sweden.

This  fall,  a  93-year-old  LDS  temple  will  tem¬ 
porarily  close  for  renovation,  and  a  new  temple 
will  open. 

The  First  Presidency  of  the  LDS  Church  an¬ 
nounced  Friday  that  the  Manti  Temple  will  be 
closing  effective  Oct.  1,  and  will  remain  closed  18 
to  24  months. 


With  construction  of  the  Jordan  River  Temple 
90  percent  complete,  the  schedule  of  events  for 
the  temple  until  its  opening  was  announced. 

A  total  of  13  separate  services  will  be  held  to 
dedicate  the  temple,  the  first  to  be  Nov.  16. 
There  will  be  three  services  each  of  the  following 
four  days. 

The  cornerstone  service  and  placement  of  the 
Angel  Moroni  statue  will  be  held  Aug.  15  at  10 
a.m. 

The  Manti  Temple  will  receive  new  electrical 
wiring,  plumbing,  heating  and  air  conditioning 


“While  the  work  on  the  temple  will  be  exten¬ 
sive,  the  First  Presidency  emphasized  that  there 
will  be  no  change  in  the  interior  design,”  said  L. 
Don  LeFevre,  a  spokesman  for  the  church. 

The  historic  spiral  staircase,  and  the  murals  on 
the  walls  of  the  various  rooms  will  be  retained,  as 
will  much  of  the  furnishings,  he  said. 

The  Jordan  River  Temple  will  be  open  to  the 
general  public  Sept.  29  through  Oct.  31  from  9 
a.m.  to  9  p.m.,  except  during  the  LDS  General 
Conference,  Oct.  3  and  4.

Using  a  sharp  knife¬ 
like  object  and  a  stolen 
security  uniform,  con¬ 
victed  murderer 
Edward  Dale  Hardy 
walked  out  of  the  Utah 
State  Prison  Saturday. 

“At  this  time,  we 
have  no  information 
pertaining  to  the  es¬ 
caped  convict’s 
whereabouts,”  said 
Gene  Bartlell,  a  prison 
spokesman. 

Hardy’s  successful 
escape  marked  the  first 
time  since  1968  that  a 
prisoner  has  escaped 
from  the  maximum 
security  facility  at 
Bluffdale. 

Prison  authorities  say 
Hardy,  29,  used  what 
was  decribed  as  a 
“sharp  metal  object,” 
and  forced  prison  guard 
Gilbert  Baxter,  27,  of 
American  Fork,  into  a 
walk-in  freezer  behind 
the  prison  kitchen. 

Exchanging  clothes 
with  the  guard,  Hardy 
took  Baxter’s  car  keys 
and  left  him  bound  and 
gagged  with  cloth 
strips.  He  then  made 
his  way  through  the 
security  system  of  the 
prison,  concealing  his 
face  behind  two  plastic 
garbage  bags. 

Outside  the  prison, 
Hardy  waved  to 
another  guard  at  the 
nearby  watchtower, 
who  opened  the  front 
gates  leading  to  the 
parking  lot.  He  then  left 
in  the  guard’s  car. 

Prison  officials  have 


issued  an  all-points 
bulletin  throughout  the 
western  United  States 
for  Hardy,  who  is 
described  as  armed  and 
very  dangerous. 

“I  cannot  give  out 
any  details  regarding 
this  recent  escape,” 
said  Richard  Barnhart, 
a  prison  spokesman. 
“When  a  prisoner  es¬ 
capes,  we  go  back  to 
where  he  lived  and 
worked,  and  start  from 
there.” 

Barnhart  also  added 
that  a  case  dealing  with, 
an  escaped  convict  is 
always  difficult. 

Hardy  was  serving  a 
life  sentence  after 
pleading  guilty  to  the 
February  1979  shotgun 
death  of  Hill  Air  Force 
Base  Sgt.  Kirk  Patrick 
Cordary.  It  was  Hardy’s 
second  escape  attempt.

'Insane  asylum' 
coming  to  end 

The  last  remaining  building  of  the  original 
Utah  Territorial  Asylum  for  the  Insane  will  be 
destroyed  this  week  or  during  the  first  part  of 
June. 

Located  at  1300  E.  Center  St.  in  Provo,  it  is 
now  called  Utah  State  Hospital.  Since  its  incep¬ 
tion,  the  hospital  has  been  nicknamed  the  “Big 
White  House  on  the  Hill.” 

The  south  wing  of  the  hospital  was  the  first  to 
be  constructed  and  opened  its  doors  July  15, 
1885.  With  the  addition  of  the  north  wing  in  1890, 
the  hospital’s  capacity  was  doubled. 

The  Central  Administration  Building,  the 
front  center  of  the  main  building,  was  completed 
one  year  later. 

In  1971,  the  wings  of  the  hospital  were  condem¬ 
ned  and  patients  were  moved  out.  In  1976,  the 
wings  were  demolished.  The  State  Legislature 
approved  funding  for  a  new  administration  and 
recreation  building  in  1978. 

The  building  was  completed  this  month  and 
will  serve  the  approximately  310  patients  at  Utah 
State  Hospital  with  a  gymnasium,  swimming 
pool,  weight  room,  game  room,  snack  bar, 
library,  classrooms  and  administrative  offices.

INDIAN APOLIIS  (AP)  —  Mario  Andretti 
believed  he  had  won  the  Indianapolis  500  for  a 
second  time  —  and  he  was  right.  But  he  still  felt 
cheated. 

He  hadn’t  visited  victory  lane  Sunday.  He 
hadn’t  worn  the  garland  of  flowers  or  clutched 
the  magnum  of  champagne  or  waved  the 
checkered  flag.  He  hadn’t  been  kissed  by  a 
beautiful  lady.  All  of  that  went  to  Bobby  Unser. 

But  today,  the  race  stewards  agreed  that  Unser 
had  crossed  the  finish  line  first  in  Sunday’s  65th 
running  of  the  Indy  500  by  violating  the  rule 
which  prohibits  drivers  from  passing  another  car 
while  a  yellow  caution  light  has  been  ordered  by 
race  officials;  And  they  awarded  the  victory  to 
Andretti. . 

The  41-year-old  Andretti  said  at  a  news  con¬ 
ference  at  the  quiet  track,  “I  don’t  really  know 
how  I  feel.  I  didn’t  hear  anything  about  it  until 
chief  mechanic  Jim  McGee  called  me  at  about 
8:30.  I  have  mixed  reactibns. 

“It’s  supposed  to  be  a  delightful  experience. 
I’m  sure  in  time  it  will  be.  .  .  .  The  unfortunate 
thing  is  that  Bobby  went  through  all  the  hoopla, 
all  the  things  the  winner  gets  to  go  through.  Then 
it  was  taken  away  from  him.  And  I  did  not  get  to 
go  through  any  of  that. 

“I  know  how  Bobby  must  feel.  The  1978  Italian 
Grand  Prix  was  taken  away  from  me  precisely 
that  way  because  I  supposedly  jumped  the  line  at 
the  start.  Maybe  this  makes  up  for  it  a  little,  but 
I  don’t  know  whether  anything  really  makes  up 


drivers’  meeting.  There  should  have  been  an 


Andretti  crossed  the  finish  line  5.3  seconds  af¬ 
ter  Unser  and  almost  immediately  was  insisting 
he  was  the  rightful  winner  because  of  Unser’s  ac¬ 
tion. 

“I  radioed  in  right  away  that  Bobby  Unser 
passed  cars  on  a  yellow,”  said  Andretti.  “He 
passed  four  cars  and  he  was  supposed  to  blend  in 
with  the  field  after  coming  out  of  the  pits. 

“They  have  rules,  but  Bobby  just  went  on  his 
merry  way,”  added  Andretti,  who  charged  from 
the  last  row  in  the  starting  field  of  the  33-car 
field. 

Andretti  could  have  filed  a  formal  protest  to¬ 
day.  He  never  had  to.  A  petition  which  he,  team 
mate  Gordon  Johncock  and  fellow  veteran  drive 
A.J.  Foyt  signed  within  minutes  of  the  race’s 
elusion,  a  petition  which  contested  UnserY  __ 
tion  on  the  149th  lap,  was  upheld  by  the  stewards 
after  they  reviewed  videotapes,  scoring  records 
and  the  reports  of  official  track  observers. 

“Bobby  does  what  he  can  do  to  win  and  I  can’t 
blame  him  if  he  gets  away  with  it,”  he  had  said 
before  the  outcome  of  the  race  was  changed  in  his 
favor.  “They  talk  about  these  things  at  the
